t**ge Two 
Vietnamese 
Hack Deeper 
in Big Push

SAIGON (AP) - South Viet- 


namese 
infantrymen 
hacked 


their way deeper into the U 
Minh Forest today and reported 
59 Viet Cong killed in the first 
three days of the 7,000-rnan 
drive into the enemy stronghold 
at the southern end of Vietnam. 


Field reports said only one 


South Vietnamese infantryman 
had been killed and six wounded 
in the sporadic, light contacts. 


The mangrove swamps and 


forbidding 
jungle 
140 miles 


southwest of Saigon have been a 
major Viet Cong hideout base 
for 
a 
decade. 
Repeated 
at- 


tempts to clean out. the area 
have failed. 


Before the campaign started 


Tuesday, U.S. B52 bombers 
pounded the area in t,vo raids. 
The infantrymen advanced un- 
der the cover of helicopter gun- 
ships whose fast-firing crews 
claimed about half of the enemy 
reported killed so far. 


The U.S. Command reported 


the B52s struck again in the Me- 
kong Delta during the night on 
the northern edge of the U Minh 
Forest. The command said the 
big bombers hit base camps, 
bunkers and storage areas on 
the Gulf of Siam near Rach Gia, 
about 150 miles southwest of 
Saigon. There was speculation 
that the raid might be the fore- 
runner of a ground operation. 


Elsewhere in the Mekong Del- 


la, the South Vietnamese said 
government troops killed 35 Viet 
Cong at a cost of three wounded 
in three small 
engagements 


ranging from 30 miles southeast 
of Saigon to 120 miles southwest 
of the capital. 


In the central part of the 


country a big search operation 
continued for two U.S. transport 
planes missing since Friday and 
Sunday: No trace has been 
found, and there was little hope 
for any of the 38 Americans and 
85 
Vietnamese 
aboard 
the 


planes. The search has been 
hampered all week by fog and 
low clouds over the mountain 
area. 


A Cambodian military spokes- 


man in Phnom Penh reported 
that the Communist command 
is pouring reinforcements into 
the Cambodian 
government's 


northern front, possibly for a 
fresh round in he offensive it 
began nearly a month ago. 


The Cambodians have some 


32,000 men in the area, but 
many are isolated or deployed 
on security missions to guard 
towns and bridges. The spokes- 
man said a South Vietnamese 
task force is expected to move 
into the eastern part of the area 
to ease the pressure on the 
Cambodians.

Banks Drop 
Rates on 
Small Loans

Three major banks have re- 


duced interest rates for typical 
small loan borrowers, enabling 
the man on the street to benefit 
from 
the 
current downward 


trend in the cost of money. 


The Chase Manhattan Bank of 


New York, third largest in the 
nation, joined the shift Thurs- 
day with an across the board re- 
duction of about one-half per 
cent in interest charges on all 
types of consumer installment 
loans up to $5,000. 


On Wednesday, in San Fran- 


cisco, the Bank of America, the 
nation's largest, and the Wells 
Fargo Bank announced similar 
actions. Several other banks 
were reported considering the 
move. 


The cut affects small business 


loans and home improvement, 
vacation and personal loans. 
Conventional home mortgages 
are not affected by the action. 
Defense Rests 
on Trial 
of Sheriff 


MARION, Ark. (AP)—Sheriff 


Marion Thomas of Crittenden 
County, who is being tried on 
two of seven charges of em- 
bezzlement, took the witness 
stand on his own behalf in Cir- 
cuit Court here Thursday. 


Thomas, who was suspended 


as sheriff and re-elected to the 
post in November, is being 
tried on charges of embezzling 
$528.78 and 
$572.59. 
Thomas 


was the last witness to testify 
before the defense rested its 
case. 


The 
state 
contends 
that 


Thomas made out checks in 
these amounts to a Little Rock 
clothing store for merchandise 
that was not delivered. The 
state says the clothing store 
owner cashed the checks and 
either sent Thomas cash or 
paid another firm for articles 
that the state contends Thomas 
put to his own use. The state 
says Thomas then received re- 
imbursement from the county 
for these amounts. 


A special audit by the prose- 


cutor's office lists more than 
$52,000 in what it considers ir- 
regularities in the manner the 
sheriff's office handled county 
funds. 
Thomas contends the 


charges are the result of a po- 
litical "vendetta." 


Ralph York, president of Far- 


rior's Inc., a Little Rock uni- 
form and equipment company, 
testified Wednesday that he had 
dummied several invoices at 
Thomas' suggestion, including 
the ones for $528.78 and $572.59. 


York testified that at Thom- 


as' suggestion he cashed the 
check for $528.78 and sent the 
dummy invoice and the cash to 
the sheriff. York said the other 
"dummy" invoice was sent to 
Thomas and Thomas' check for 
that amount was used to pay a 
men's clothing store in North 
Little Rock for clothing ordered 
by Thomas. 


Thomas denied that he had 


received any money from York 
for the alleged bogus invoices. 


Thomas also testified that he 


had received about $1,700 an- 
nually from York for the five 
years ho has been in office. 


York had said the money 


came from Southland Racing 
Corp. at West Memphis. South- 
land officials have testified that 
it has been the company's prac- 
tice to employ off-duty county 
deputies at the dog racing brack 
operated by Southland and to 
furnish uniforms for the 
offi- 


cers. 


Thomas said York had told 


him after he was elected in 
1964 
that Southland 
officials 


wanted the money to go to the 
sheriff for providing security at 
the track. 


"Overage" involving South- 


land parimutuel tickets 
was 


also brought up during Thurs- 
day's testimony. This is money 
gained from uncashed betting 
tickets, and its handling by 
Thomas, as tax collector, was 
the first alleged "irregularity" 
revealed by the prosecutor's of- 
fice. 


Under a 1965 state law, win- 


ning betting tickets that are not 
cashed within 180 days are di- 
vided equally between the State 
Police, the county and the cor- 
poration. 


Thomas testified that he had 


kept the money for the last four 
years ai.J n-cnrds show that 
the inom-y allegedly involved, 
more than $26,000, has been re- 
paid.

Galley Killed 
Civilians, 
Witness Says 


FT. BENNING, Ga. (AP) — A 


member of Lt. William Galley's 
My Lai platoon testified that 
Calley fired point blank into two 
groups of screaming men, wom- 
en and children. It was the first 
direct testimony of an alleged 
eye witness to the mass killing. 


There was "just screaming 


and yelling. I guess they just 
tried to get up ... There were 
lots of heads and pieces of 
heads shot off ... and flesh flew 
off the sides and arms," said 
the witness, Pfc. Dennis Conti, 
Providence, R.I. "They was all 
messed up ... the bodies were 
messed up." 


As Conti spoke, Calley's neck 


reddened, but he never took his 
eyes off the witness whose testi- 
mony is the most damaging to 
date. 


Conti said he had been left 


guarding a group of Vietnamese 
on a trail, that Calley had told 
him to take care of them. 


"I said all right and stood 


there and watched them." He 
said Calley returned later and 
said, "I thought I told you to 
take care of these people," Con- 
ti said. "I said we are. We are 
watching them. He said, 'No. I 
mean kill them.' 


"He said we'll get in line and 


kill 'em. I said no. I've got a 
grenade launcher, so I'll watch 
the trees." 


Conti said that with Calley at 


the time was Pfc. Paul David 
Meadlo, the former GI from 
Terre Haute, Ind., who refused 
Thursday to testify despite the 
fact that he was granted immu- 
nity. The judge has 
turned 


Meadlo's refusal to testify to ci- 
vilian authorities. 


Conti was asked what hap- 


pened then. 


"Then Calley and Meadlo got 


on the line. They opened up 
fire." 


Conti, reciting the story al- 


most matter 
of factly, said 


Meadlo fired a little bit "crying 
then said he couldn't do it any 
more and fire into the people 
any more. 


"He gave me his weapon and 


put it in my hand. I said I 
wouldn't do it. Let Lt. Calley do 
it. 


"If they are going to be killed, 


I'm not going to do it. Let Lt. 
Calley do it." 


Then he said: 
"Lt. 
Calley fired 
on 'em. 


Killed 'em one by one." 


A writ of immunity from pros- 


ecution for Meadlo, 23, and an- 
other Calley platoon member, 
Allen Boyce, was signed by 
Maj. 
Gen. Orwin Talbott, com- 


manding officer of this infantry 
base. Boyce then testified, but 
Meadlo stuck to the asserted 
protection of the Fifth Amend- 
ment. 


The charge to be brought 


against Meadlo probably will be 
refusal to testify—akin to a con- 
tempt charge in a civilian court. 
Conviction carries a maximum 
sentence of six months in jail 
and a $500 fine. 


John A. Kesler, attorney for 


the pallid, soft-spoken Meadlo 
argued that the general's immu- 
nity writ "is nothing, it's mean- 
ingless. He's a citizen of the 
United States, he's entitled to 
the right to trial by jury ... he 
is in jeapardy and whether the 
general's grant of immunity is 
binding, nobody knows."

Wedding Vows Are Repeated

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


government-sponsored study of 
pesticide labels shows a high- 
school dropout has little chance 
of understanding what is printed 
on poison packages or bottles. 


Checks of pesticide labels dur- 


ing a two-year study conducted 
by the University of Illinois rat- 
ed them fairly difficult to read, 
according to a standard reada- 
bility formula. 


"By that formula," the study 


report said, "the average pesti- 
cide label is suitable only for 
those with at least 10 to 12.9 
years of formal education." 


A summary of the report was 


issued Wednesday by the Agri- 
culture Department. The two- 
year project was sponsored by 
the pesticides regulation divi- 
sion in the department's Agri- 
cultural Research Service. 


Until now, responsibility for 


registering pesticides and labels 
has been the province of the Ag- 
riculture 
Department. 
This 


function 
was 
transferred 


Wednesday to the new Environ- 
mental 
Protection 
Agency, 


which will be in charge of fol- 
lowing through on the Illinois 
report and making recommen- 
dations for improving pesticide 
labeling. 


Approximately 
50,000 "eco- 


nomic poisons" including pesti- 
cides—«ach with a label—are 
registered by the federal gov- 
ernment. The study involved re- 
views for about 350 pesticide 
product labels. 


In many cases, the study 


showed, directions and other in- 
formation were printed in a 
type size considered small for 
the average reader, 17 per cent 
of the labels contained informa- 
tion that could be defined as ad- 
vertising, and 80 per cent did 
not have indented paragraphs, 
thus reducing legibility. 


"While most terms were un- 


derstandable," the report said 
"a few were difficult to under- 
stand—such as 'germs', 'herbi- 
cide', 
'control' 
and 
'fungi- 


cides'."

NEW YORK (AP) - More 


than 1,500 colleges and universi- 
ties, with 77 per cent of Ameri- 
ca's campus population, are at 
or near the point of having to 
cut back important services for 
lack of money, the Carnegie 
Commission on Higher Educa- 
tion reported today. 


Some of the country's wealthi- 


est and most prestigious institu- 
tions—including Harvard Uni- 
versity, Stanford and the Uni- 
versity 
of 
Michigan—were 


named as representative of a 
"financial crisis unmatched in 
its impact" and fast getting 
worse. 


Almost all higher education 


institutions will feel the pinch if 
present trends continue, said 
the report, released at a news 
conference here. 


The report, compiled by Earl 


F. Cheit, former vice chancellor 
of the University of California 
at Berkeley, said: "The essence 
of the problem is that costs and 
income are both rising, but 
costs are rising at a steady or a 
slowly growing rate ... where- 
as income is growing at a de- 
clining rate." 


The squeeze is made worse by 


the state of the economy, with 
inflation both raising costs and 
inhibiting income, the report 
said. However, it asserted that 
the crisis is "not simply part of 
a general economic downturn," 
but involves questions of public 
confidence in higher education 
and of the future role and pur- 
pose of colleges and universi- 
ties. 


Campus disturbances, the re- 


port said, are "an important 
new cost factor," imposing sub- 
stantial costs for security, insur- 
ance and replaced 
property 


while hampering fund-raising. 


The report 
indicated 
that 


belt-tightening and review of 
priorities by the colleges and 
universities would improve the 
situation but that increased pri- 
vate giving and government aid 
would be necessary to preserve 
educational quality. 


Basing its broader conclusions 


on weighting of on-site studies 
of 41 representative institutions, 
the report estimated that 540 in- 
stitutions, enrolling 21 per cent 
of American college students, 
are "in financial difficulty." It 
said that means they have been 
forced to curtail services they 
consider important. 


Eleven of the 41 sample insti- 


tutions—including 
Stanford, 


New York University and tJie 
University 
of 
California 
at 


Berkeley—were in that catego- 
ry. But the report stressed that 
this did not reflect on their aca- 
demic quality and "could indi- 
cate that the institution is doing 
relatively more than others to 
bring income and expenditures 
into line." 


Another 1,000 schools, with 56 


per cent of the students, were 
termed "headed for financial 
trouble,"—unable to assure that 
they can support growth plans 
or go much longer without cut- 
ting important parts of their 
programs. 


Among those were 18 schools 
ranging from Harvard, with 
the nation's largest endowment, 
close to $1 billion—to Knox Col- 
lege of Galesburg, 111., a four- 
year school with fewer than 
1,500 students. 


Twelve of the 41 schools, in- 


cludii.,4 
Howard 
University, 


Hamilton College and the Uni- 
versities of Texas and North 
Carolina, were classified "not in 
financial trouble." 


But as an example of how fast 


the situation is deteriorating, 
the report said the University of 
San Mateo, Calif., listed as not 
in trouble, has lost tax support 
since the on-site study last sum- 
mer and now is "in financial 
difficulty." 


Measures being used to ride 


out the storm include, for pri- 
vate institutions, cutting into 
capital reserves built up during 
the last decade. But this source 
is fast drying up. At Knox, for 
example, $400,000 in reserves 
were tapped to make up last 
year's deficit; this year only 
$250,000 is left. 


Other steps include canceling 


development 
plans, 
soliciting 


more students, holding down or 
reducing hiring of faculty and 
administrators and trimming al- 
locations to academic depart- 
ments and student activities. 


Private schools are more like- 


ly to face difficulty than public 
ones, the report said. It said 
that as of last spring 28 per cent 
of private schools could be 
called "not in trouble," as op- 
posed to about 50 per cent of 
public colleges and universities.

Backus in 
Stunning 
Upset Fight

SYRACUSE, N.Y. (AP) - 


Five years ago Billy Backus 
couldn't win in the ring, so he 
quit and went to black topping 
roads. Today he's the welter- 
weight boxing champion of the 
world. 


"I felt it wasn't my business," 


Backus said Thursday night aft- 
er scoring a stunning upset by 
stopping Jose Napoles at one 
minute of the fourth round of a 
scheduled 15-rounder on a badly 
cut left eye lid. 


"Is it Christmas?" said the 


27-year-old Backus. "I guess it 
is. Boy, it's here." 


Before the fight, in which he 


was given little chance to beat 
Napoles, considered by some 
experts as the best fighter in the 
world, Backus had said that 
fighting for the title was like 
"Christmas coming early for a 
little kid." 


Backus said another reason 


he had quit fighting in 1965, be- 
sides the fact he had lost three 
straight, 
was 
"I 
wasn't in 


shape. It's a full time business 
and now I realize it." 


Since returning to boxing in 


1967 he has held no outside job 
and his record has been 22-3-1 
for an over-all record of 29-10-4. 


Backus, a left-hander from 


nearby Canastota, the 
same 


town that produced his uncle, 
Carmen Basilio, the former wel- 
ter and 
middleweight world 


champion, let it be known right 
from the start that he intended 
to carry the fight to the 30- 
year-old Napoles who was mak- 
ing his fourth title defense and 
had lost only four times against 
59 victories that included 42 
knockouts. 


But at the beginning it ap- 


peared the challenger's bulling 
tactics were doomed as the cool, 
methodical 
Napoles 
speared 


him with left jabs and hooks. 


Napoles had the best of the 


first round. He also controlled 
the second 
round 
when he 


opened a cut over Backus' right 
eye. However, Napoles also suf- 
fered a cut over the right eye 
and later contended he was but- 
ted. Backus admitted it could 
have been a butt. 


Napoles continued to pepper 


away with his jab early in the 
third round. Then the 
fight 


changed from the challenger's 
bull like rushes and Napoles' 
matador tactics into a pier six 
brawl. 


For the last two minutes of 


the round the fighters traded 
punches and Napoles went to his 
corner with blood 
streaming 


from a cut on his left eye lid. He 
again said "butt". 


However, this time Backus 


said it was his right hooks 
which opened the cut. 


The fourth round started as 


the third had ended and then 
with a minute gone referee Jack 
Milicich stopped it and the for- 
mer road worker was a cham- 
pion of the world. 


Backus' 
immediate 
plans 


were to rest for a few days. He 
did not know about his next 
fight, but he did know he would 
have something to say about the 
financial terms. His 18 per cent 
of the net for the Napoles fight 
could come to nothing.

The Symptoms that Point 


To Cancer of the Rectum

Dear Doc lor—What are 


the symptoms of cancer of 
the rectum? 


Dear R e a d e r—This is a 


v e r y 
important question. 


Cancer of the bowel ranks 
second or third (depending 
on criteria) as the cause of 
death from cancer. And 60 
per cent of these are in the 
rectum. About half of these 
can be felt by the physician's 
finger with a simple rectal 
examination. If your doctor 
doesn't do a simple rectal 
examination for your peri- 
odic physical examination, 
ask him to. It is too impor- 
tant to omit. In many in- 
stances it is a more impor- 
tant examination than look- 
ing in the.mouth. Of course, 
both should be done. An 
X ray of the bowel does not 
show the portion of the rec- 
tum where most cancers are 
located. You need to feel, 
look through a scope or both. 


About 80 per cent of pa- 


tients with cancer of the rec- 
tum report a change in their 
bowel h a b i t in r e c e n t 
months. Sometimes this is 
constipation but u s u a l l y 
diarrhea. Even 
though a 


bowel movement has just 
been completed, there is still 
a sense of urgency and the 
patient may pass mucus or 
gas and sometimes blood. 
This problem is common in 
the morning; then in the 
afternoon there may be a 
n o r m a l bowel movement, 
sometimes with pain. 


B l e e d i n g of v a r y i n g 


amounts from the rectum 
may be noted on the paper, 
or in the stool. Anyone with 
bleeding from the rectum 
MUST have an examination. 


Weight loss, weakness and 


signs of severe illness usual- 
ly occur only after the can- 
cer is more advanced. The 
two most important early 
signs are change in bowel 
habit, as I have discussed 
and b l e e d i n g from the 
rectum. 


Most cancers of the rec- 


tum can be diagnosed early 
enough to obtain a complete 
cure. Successful treatment 
is dependent upon e a r l y 
detection. 


Cancer of the rectum can 


and does occur in young 
people before the age of 30. 
You simply can't afford to 
ignore 
unexplained 
rectal 


bleeding 
or p e r s i s t e n t 


change in bowel habit at any 
age. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Can a 


mole become malignant? I 
have one just below my 
shoulder blade. It is about 
one-fourth inch round and 
dark brown.

Dear Reader—Yes, a mole 


CAN become malignant. A 
malignant mole can spread 
rapidly, too. Any mole or 
other skin growth that be- 
gins to enlarge, change color 
or ulcerate should be seen 
at once by a doctor. Moles 
are constantly irritated, like 
those on the face where a 
man shaves, or those near 
the belt, should be removed 
as a precaution.

in the United States, a noted re- 
search scientist has told two 
members of Congress. 


The two legislators charge the 


Nixon 
administration—poised 


for a crucial Senate vote on a 
$290 million SST appropriation 
suppressed the finding. 
The prediction reportedly was 


made to the Department of 
Transportation Monday by Dr. 
James E. McDonald, a profes- 
sor of atmospheric physics at 
the University of Arizona. He 
worked on an SST climate and 
weather modification panel of 
the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. 


After that Monday meeting 


the department issued a press 
release quoting the panel's head 
as saying if had 
found 
no 


"crimes against the environ- 
ment" to lay at the door of the 
SST and that it could not recom- 
mend that work on SST proto- 
type planes be delayed. 


In a joint statement given to 


The Associated Press, Sen. Wil- 
liam 
Proxmire, 
D-Wis., and 


Rep. Morris K. Udall, D-Ariz., 
declared: 


"These findings by a reputa- 


ble scientist assigned this study 
by the National Academy of Sci- 
ence are much too important to 
be ignored." 


But Surgeon General Jesse L. 


Stienfeld took issue with the 
cancer cause suggestion. 


In a statement, he cautioned 


against use of data gathered at 
a time when scientists knew less 
about the relation between skin 
cancer and sunlight. 


In the process of his investi- 


gation, the senators said, he dis- 
proved a much publicized fear 
about the consequences of SST 
nights: That a fleet of the 
planes could pump so much wa- 
ter vapor into the atmosphere 
that resulting ice crystals could 
cause 
significant changes in 


weather and climate. 


McDonald reported the upper 


atmosphere is too dry and too 
warm to allow such crystals to 
form in large quantities. 


But the water vapor ejected 


by a large SST fleet, he said, 
could have another serious side 
effect. 


He gave this report on his 


work: 


"My analysis indicate that 


projected levels of SST opera- 
tions could reduce stratospheric 
ozone and thus increase ... ul- 
traviolet radiation by amounts 
large enough to lead too per- 
haps 10,000 new cases of skin 
cancer in the U.S. per year 
,,

said 


McDonald told them copies of a 
23-page letter outlining his find- 
ings were distributed at a Nov. 
23 meeting of the science acade- 
my's medical sciences panel in 
Washington. 


But he said all of the copies 


were collected at the end of the 
meeting because of their "sensi- 
tivity." 


McDonald 
declined 
direct 


comment to the press and Udall 
and Proxmire said he was re- 
luctant to talk about the matter 
out of courtesy to his scientific 
colleagues.

LITTLE ROCK (AP> — GOV. 


Winthrop Rockefeller says that 
"without reservation" he could 
have beaten any other Demo- 
crat except Dale Bumpers in 
the general election, and that 
he could have defeated Bump- 
ers given another two weeks. 


Rockefeller made the obser- 


vation in an interview in which 
he also said that he had "in- 
vested" more than $35 million 
in Arkansas in the last 10 to 15 
years in four areas. 


The two - term Republican 


governor said that included in 
this figure was an expenditure 
of "probably in excess" of $10 
million for "good government" 
over the years that he has been 
politically active. Asked if this 
included expenditures of his 
four campaigns for governor, 
he said: "It had to." 


Rockefeller 
did not break 


down the "good government" 
spending by categories, but he 
said that it included his expend- 
itures as chairman of the Ar- 
kansas Industrial Development 
Commission, for the Republican 
party in its efforts to build a 
two-party system and for his 
activities as GOP national com- 
mitteeman for the state since 
1961. Although he did not men- 
tion it, it is know that the gov- 
ernor has contributed to the 
campaigns of other Republican 
candidates. 


Other areas in which Rocke- 


feller said he had "invested" 
was "in excess" of $10 million 
for Winrock Farms and its Car- 
lisle Division, "well in excess" 
of $5 million for schools, hos- 
pitals 
and 
educational pro- 


grams and "in excess" of $10 
million in such endeavors as 
the Tower Building in Little 
Rock and Winrock Enterprises, 
which includes homebuilding. 


In revealing the figures for 


the first time, Rockefeller said 
there was no way in which he 
could break down his personal 
expenses for promoting better 
government in the state. 


The 
governor 
had 
been 


rankled during the campaign at 
questions about his campaign 
spending, but said during a 
post-election news conference 
that he had observed a lack of 
inquiry about his philanthropic 
activities. 


Asked why he was unable to 


defeat Bumpers in the Nov. 3 
general 
election, 
Rockefeller 


said: 


"He was new, he was fresh, 


he had no record. There was 
nothing to attack, and don't for- 
get that Arkansas is still pre- 
dominantly Democratic in di- 
rection and there were a good 
many Democrats who wanted 
back in the fold. Dale Bumpers 
represented 
that which they 


were looking for. 


"His dramatic defeat of Fau- 


bus was next to impossible to 
stop." 


Asked whether Bumpers had 


virtually sewn up the governor- 
ship by overwhelming former 
Gov. Orval E. Faubus in the 
Democratic primary runoff 
election, Rockefeller repeated 
his campaign statements that 
Bumpers did not take positions 
on the issues. 


He said Bumpers could not 


have continued not taking posi- 
tions on issues for any length 
of time, adding that the news 
media and the voters 
were 


"getting restive at the appear- 
ance of (Bumpers') indecisive- 
ness." 


Rockefeller said "another two 


weeks could have reversed it" 
if the general election cam- 
paign had been longer. 


Although all public polls had 


said Rockefeller was going to 
be beaten badly in advance 
of Bumpers' landslide victory, 
the governor said he was con- 
fident that he might win. He 
said, however, that he was well 
aware of the assets Bumpers 
brought into the race. 


"I wouldn't say I had lost 


confidence,"Rockefeller said. 
"1 stayed with it to the very 
end, fighting for what I was 
standing for and for what I 
hoped to accomplish in the next 
two years." 


Asked if he stood by his origi- 


nal assessment, made shortly 
after Bumpers' runoff victory 
over Faubus, that Bumpers was 
a "fine, clean, honest young 
man," Rockefeller said: "I've 
seen nothing to change 
my 


point of view." 


But asked what Bumpers' 


electoral mandate was, in view 
of his own statements during 
the campaign that Bumpers 
was not confronting the issues, 
Rockefeller said: "That's a 
question I asked all during the

Ben Allen and state 
Rep. Calvin R. Ledbetter Jr., 
both of Little Rock. 


The governor said persons 


who are "more representative 
of the old guard" of the Demo- 
cratic party might be linked la- 
ter with Bumpers, but he said 
it was too early to evaluate the 
governor-elect. 


"I don't think it's fair to fol- 


low this line of reasoning in the 
sense that this is a tough job 
he's taking on," Rockefeller 
said. "He'll prove himself in 
the next 90 days. 


The governor said that be- 


cause of a predominantly Dem- 
ocratic legislature and other 
factors "technically" Bumpers 
has a "stacked deck" in ob- 
taining 
legislation, including 


possible tax increases. 


"But I would not want to 


muddy the waters in terms of 
the future needs of Arkansas in 
projecting how he will play the 
stakes," Rockefeller said. 


Rockefeller said that he had 


spent 10 years in building a po- 
litical climate in which he said, 
ironically, Bumpers could win 
the governorship. He said he 
had established confidence in 
government 
during his 
two 


terms and as a result the vot- 
ers felt more at ease at ex- 
pressing themselves "and I got 
caught in the whirlwind." 


The governor was asked if he 


was the victim of a political 
climate, acceptable to change, 
that he had created. 


"I hadn't thought of it in 


exactly those terms, but I can't 
think of a good argument to 
prove you wrong," he said. 


He said that if he has suc- 


ceeded in changing the state's 
political climate, he has ac- 
complished what he set out to 
do. "Therefore, I'm not bitter," 
Rockefeller said. 


The governor said he did not 


think he was treated "shabbi- 
ly" by the voters in the general 
election. He added that he

Never 
fully 
awake; never 


soundly asleep. Never unbeara- 
bly uncomfortable; never at 
ease. 


The world of the American 


prisoner of war in North Viet- 
nam is a twilight world in which 
he does not live but vegetates. 
Gradually the treadmill of dep- 
rivation and routine flattens his 
wit and crushes his initiative 
until he responds not to ideas or 
even to hunger or pain but, like 
Pavlov's dogs, only to the sound 
of a gong. 


That, say men who have en- 


dured it, is the ultimate ordeal 
of the "Hanoi Hilton." The iso- 
lation and monotony of the pris- 
on, they say, surpasses in psy- 
chological horror and human 
degradation all the beatings and 
rats and diarrhea and morning 
emptyings of the honeybucket. 


"If you think only in terms of 


physical torture you miss the 
subtlety of what we mean by 
'inhumane' treatment," said Air 
Force Col. Norris M. Overly, 
who spent five months as a pris- 
oner of the North Vietnamese 
and is now attending the Nation- 
al War College in Washington, 
D.C.

Cambodia 
Poses Fight 
in Congress

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sena- 


tors favoring restrictions on 
U.S. 
involvement in Cambodia 


may be headed for another colli- 
sion with House backers of 
President Nixon's policies for 
that embattled Southeast Asian 
nation. 


With an earlier Senate move 


to restrict U.S. actions in Cam- 
bodia—the Cooper-Church 
Amendment—stalemated by the 
House, 
committees 
of both 


chambers took potentially con- 
tradictory steps Thursday. 


The Senate Appropriations 


Committee, citing the 58-37 vote 
last June for the Cooper-Church 
restrictions, added a ban on 
U.S. 
combat ground troops for 


Cambodia to one enacted last 
year covering Laos and Thai- 
land. 


The full Senate is expected to 


go along next week. 


The House Foreign 
Affairs 


Committee, meanwhile, over- 
whelmingly approved a 
$550 


million supplemental foreign aid 
bill that includes $155 million 
asked by President Nixon for 
economic and military aid to 
Cambodia. 


It rejected proposed reduc- 


tions and restrictions on the aid 
including a prohibition of U.S. 
troops 
in Cambodia, before 


sending the bill to the floor 
where approval is virtually cer- 
tain. 


But the aid request faces 


tough going in the Senate For- 
eign 
Relations 
Committee, 


scheduled to open hearings on it 
next Thursday. Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers will 
testify before the committee in 
open session for the first time in 
more than 18 months. 


The Senate committee action 


came with approval of a $66.4 
billion defense money bill, $389 
million less than the House vot- 
ed and $2.3 billion less than the 
Nixon administration requested. 


The committee cut back to 


the $300 million budget level for 
the Vietnamization program to 
beef up South Vietnam's army. 
The House had added $58.5 mil- 
lion and had given the Pentagon 
authority to transfer an addi- 
tional $150 million. 


The $66.4 billion is $6.2 billion 


below the amount voted by Con- 
gress for the Pentagon last 
year. But the Appropriations 
Committee said the reduction 
will only be $4.6 billion when 
funds are provided later for pay 
raises that are already in effect. 


The committee said it based
